IT be Princeſs, the Lady of Beauty, went into 
her Apartment, from whence ſhe brought a 
Knife, which had ſome Hebrew words engraven 
on the Blade: She made us all, viz. the Sultan,

Moſt honourable Lady, | 
| TH AT which I am going to tell you, very 
much differs from what you have heard al- 
ready. The two Princes that ſpoke before me 
have each loſt an Eye by the pure Effects of their 
Deſtiny, but mine I loſt thro' my own fault, and 
by haſtning to ſeck my own Misfortune, as you 
ſhall hear by the {ſequel of my Story. 

My name is Agib, and JI am the Son of a Kino 
who was called Cab: After his Death I took 
poſſeſſion of his Dominions, and reſided in the 
ſame City where he liv'd before.

Statue is the chief Cauſe that ſo many Sites 
and Men have been loſt and ſunk in this place, 
and that it wil ever continue to be diſmal ti 
all thoſe that have the Misfortune to come 
near it, until ſuch time that it jhail be thrown 

down. | 
The Pilot, having ended his Diſcourſe, began 
to weep afreih, and this made all the reſt of 
the Ship's Company do the like. I my ſelf had 
no other Thoughts, but that my Days were

This was the Contents of the old Man's Dit- 
courſe. When | awak'd | was vy much com- 
forted by this Viſion, and did no. ait to obſerve 
every thing that he had command me. I took

as big as a Mountain threw me on a Flat, where 
it left me, and drew back. I made haſte to get 
aſhore, fearing another Wave might waſh me 
back again: The firſt thing I did was tv 
ſtrip and wring the Water out of my Clothes, 
and then laid them down to dry on the San, 
which was ſtill pretty warm by the heat of the 
Day.

This Voice was heard three Tears ſucceſſivel), 
but no body was converted: So the laſt Day of 
the Near, at four o'clock in the Morning, al!
